In fact they hard- 
ly got a chance at all to even speak 
Chat is the history of the delegation

U.F.A, and to put the kibosh on 
the Alberta Elevator Act. at the 
Lethbridge Convention.

was the only one who was heard at 
all, and even he had great difficulty 
in getting a word in) and in 
tact was choked off betore he got a 
chance to say much on the subject of 
elevators, which was the thing he 
and the Strathmore delegates had 
been primed up for several days be- 
forehand. M_ E. ‘Sly's carefully 
prepared speech, compiled with that 
pitiless logic and presentition ot 
unavoidable facts, for which he is 
tamous in U,F,A, which 
was to bring the monopoly to its 
knees, was never and 
unless it has been worked off on a 
private audience, will have to be 
held till the next meeting of Strath- 
more local. Delegate Buckerfield’s 
choleric indignation had not the 
opportunity of insurging at the Con- 
vention, and the rest of the Strath- 
more delegates primed 
speeches had to be kept corked up.

When, as the result of the last gen- 
eral election in Britain, Mr. Hill- 
Wood was returned for the High Peak 
district of Derbyshire, he stated that 
ae ‘was helped enormously by a black 
cat which accompanied him every- 
where on polling day.” 

Black cats will be in great demand 
for electioneering purposes in tha 
future, but it is dubious if the so-call- 
ed lucky horseshoe will not be re- 
garded with mild suspicion, On the 
occasion of Sir Edwari Carson's visit | 
to Ireland recently he was presented | 
by the Unionists of Mid Antrim with 
a silver horseshoe with the ‘| 
tentions in the world, but th asa 
decided slump in these lucKk-bearers, 
as the result of the Bolton election | 
of December, 1910. As a matter of 
fact, at the close of the last speech 
of the Unionist candidate before the 
poll, at Millville a lady stepped out 
from the audience and handed to Col. 
Hesketh a horseshoe suspended by 
parti-colored blue ribbons, bearing 
the inscription, ‘Good luck to Colonel 
Hesketh for Bolion’’; but, unfortun- 
ately for the superstitious, the gal- 
lant officer was beaten by over a 
thousand votes, which calamity some 
believers solemnly put down to the 
fact that the horseshoe was adorned 
with ribbons, 

It will doubtless be alleged by the 
the supporters cf the horseshoe the- 
ory that at the sane election Mr. 
G. A. Touche won the North Isling- 
ton seat, which had been lost in 1906, 
for the Unionists, notwithstanding, or 
because of, the presence of a gilt 
horseshoe, tied by an admirer to his 


motor-car on polling day. It may fur- | 


ther be pointed out in support of the 
horseshoe mascot that the same can- 
didate was the recipient of yet an- 
other horseshoe, which, by the way, 
was also tied up with blue ribbon, 
but it must also be mentioned that

CORROSIVE ACID BURNS. 


(f Splashed With Vitrio! Plunge Into 
Water at Once. 

A burp from sulphuric acid—vitriol, 
as it is often calied—is one of the most 
painful and disfiguring wounds that 
can be received Sulphuric acid is the 
Most powerful of caustic liquids 
When it touches the tissues of the 
body it disorganizes them rapidly, ex- 
hausting the water in them, coagulat- 
ing their albumen und changing the 
nature of their suits. thus bringing 
about a destruction thut is sometimes 
fatal. When the burnt place beals it 
does so with a bideous scar, resembling 
that of leprosy or lupus 

Op being splashed with vitriol there 
is only one thing to do—rush for the 
nearest water and plunge the burnt 
member into it If the face be splash- 
ed it should be instantly immersed in 
a bow! or pail of water, or in a lake or 
river if these be handy The object is 
to dilute the acid as quickly as pos 
sible aiml so check its rapid corrosion 
of the flesh, for if let alone it will eat 
in to a great depth. 

Having washed away the acid, cover 
the wound at once with some alkali, 
such as limewater or milk of magne 
sia. If these are not obtainable suds 
made from pure soap will do. Then 
treat the wounds as ordinary burns 
are treated. If the mouth be burned 
should be rinsed out witb water, fob 
lowing this with limewater or milk of 
magnesia, which should be kept In the 
moutb as jong as possible. 

A burn from ammonia, though not 
nearly so serious as ove from acid, is 
very painful It should be treated 
with a diluted acid wash made from 
vinegar or the juice of a Jemon or 
lime. Afterward it should be coated 
with gum tragacanth or gum arabic.— 
New York World

An Easy Way to Reduce.

A bulletin just issued by the Cen- 
sus and Statistics Office gives final 
estimates of the acre, yield and 
value of the principal field crops of 
Canada in 1913 as compared with 
igt2. Last year’s season was very 
favorable tor grain growing in the 
North - West provinces, during 
the ripening, harvesting and 
threshing periods conditions gener- 
ally speaking were ideal In Ontario 
Quebec and parts of the Maritime 
Provinces, on the other hand, the 
yield of grain was adversely affected 


by profged drouth. For the 
whole o nada the principal field 
crops occupied a total estimated 


area of 35,375,000 acres as com- 
pared with 35,57§,000 acres in 1912 


age local market prices, was $552, 
771,500 as compared with $557, 
344,100 in 1912.

The Dominion Alliance issue 
the following declaration of prin- 
ciples. 

1. That itis neither right nor 
po itic for the state to afford legal 
protection and sanction to any 
traffic or system that tends to in- 
crease crime, tO waste the nation- 
a! resources, to corrupt the social 
habits and to destroy the health 
and lives of the people. 

2. That the traffic 1n intoxicat- 
ing beverages is hostile to the 
true interests of individuals, and 
destructive of the order and wel- 
fare of society, and ought there- 
fore to be prohibited, 

3. That the history and result 
of all past legislation in regard to 
the liquor traffic abunda: tly 
proves that it 1s impossible satis- 
factorily to limit or regulate a 
system so essentially mischievous 
in its tendencies. 

4. That no consideration of 
private gain or revenue can justi- 
fy the existence of a system so 
utierly wrong in principle, suici- 
dal in results as the traffic in in- 
toxicating iquers. 

5. That the total prohibition of 
the liquor traffic is in perfect 
harmony with the principles of 
justice and liberty, is not restric- 
tive of legitmate commerce, and 


} is essenual to the integrity and 


‘ stability of Government, and the 
welfare of the community, 

6. That, rising above sectarian 
and pary considerations, Il citi- 
zens should combine to procure 
an enaciment prohibiting the 
manufacture, impo.tation and 
sale of intoxicating beverages as

lowed as a model, the idea being to 
Strengthen the weak spots of the 
Saskatchewan measure, When 
Mr McKay had completed his work 
a copy of the proposed bill was sent 
to Mr Fream at Calgary, with the 
reques’, as it had not been approved 
of finally, that it be submitted to 
the members of the executive com- 
mittee, and no one else. 

The directors met and discussed 
the bill, section by section, and 
all directors were present, including 
Messrs Sorensen and Bevington 
and the draft was unanimously 
approved. 

Rice Sheppard and the speaker 
then went to Edmonton to assist in 
the passage ofthe act. They found 
that Bevington had been there be- 
tore them. Bevington accompanied 
them to ihe office of the Hon. Chas 
Stewart, and made the statement 
that there were some clauses that 
should be included in the act. 
The minister pointed out to Beving- 
ton that the points to which he re- 
ferred were covered. 

‘But we had hardly left the, par- 
liament bnildings,” said Mr Fream 
“botore Bevington commenced to 
make other criticisms.” 

“Our duties had been defined by 
the convention” continued MrFream, 
**We were allowed but little latitude. 
About this time we ascertained that 
Bevii gton was working against the 
bill. I accused Bevington of this 
and he told me he had lost confidence 
inme. At my instance a meeting 
ot the executive committee was 
called, and I told the committee 
that I would no longer serve on the 
legislative committee of which both 
myself and Bevington were mem- 
bers. The executive decided to 
place the executive work in other 
hands, which was done.” 


REDUCED THE SPREAD 


Following the enactment of the 
law, Mr Fream sketched the efforts 
of the elevatur company to organize 
subsidiary companies. The parent 
company was organised in March. 
The provincial election delayed 
matters somewhat, and active work 
was not commenced until May, but 
by August fifty subsidiary elevator 
companies had been organised with 
over §,000 stockholders and the 
year had been a profitable one. He 
said the organization of the elevator 
company had reduced the spread in 


FIXING GRAIN PRICES 


The Alberta Co-operative Ele- 
vator Company was fixing the prices 
of grain in Alberta, he said and the 
combines were following. 

We will make the elevator com- 
pany co-operative as soon as we 
can,” continued Mr Fream. ‘Just 
now we are working under haadi- 
caps. Early in our existence we 
attempted to handle flour, 

We were told by theC PR 
that we could not handle 
flour on account of the fact that we 
were not in the miiling business. 
However the ruling has been 
straightened out and we now have 
the privilege of dealing in flour. We 
have alsu in prospect an arrange- 
ment with the fruit growers’ assoc- 
iation of British Columbia, through 
which we expect to bring the fruit 
ot the West to our members at 
very advantageous prices. It was 
the purpose of the directors of the 
elevator company to extend its com- 
mercial channels just as speedily as 
was possible.” 

CLOSURE ADOPTED 

Following on Mr Fream’s address 
which closed with an appeal to the 
Convention to support the report 
of the majority of directors, the 
Convention adjourned at 1.30 in 
the afternoon. When the Con- 
vention opened Mr Sorensen and the 
others opposed the present Elevator 
Act intended to speak in reply to 
Mr Fream, but a stragetical move 
of the majority was too much for 
them, Before they could get to 
their feet Delegate Shuttleworth 
moved that the discussion be closed 
declaring that the Convention had 
heard about as much about the 
elevator question as the subject 
warranted. This was seconded and 
carried, despite strenuous appeals 
on the numerically small opposition 
for further argument. The super- 
ion lung power of the majority 
triumped, however, and if the 
Strathmore delegation said anything 
nobody heard it but themselves. 

After Mr Fream's address, Mr 
Sorensen questioned the statements 
made, particularly with reference to 
all directors having been unanim- 
ous, and asked to have the minutes 
read, but the Convention was ad- 
journed, end when it reassembled Mr 
Fream was not present, and Dele- 
gate Shuttleworth's gag motion 
was carried as related above.
